Billie Mae Briones, 35, of 730

Palm Springs police were noti­ 
fied of the tragedy, but were un­ 
able to locate Mr. Briones until 
2:30 that afternoon. 
Deputy Coroner P. H. Evans of 
San Bernardino county in which 
the accident occurred, Sgt. Clin­ 
ton Kingman of the highway pa­ 
trol and Constable Jack Cones, 
Twentynine Palms, investigated. 
Wooten was taken to the field 
hospital at the Naval air base.

Emil Simich, bar manager at

had been entered, the bar keys 
stolen and the store room looted 
of approximately $2,000 worth of 
White Horse Scotch whiskey. 
Sgt. Johnson was assigned to 
investigate, and that evening ar­ 
rested Pfc. Vernon H. Lay, 33. 
After questioning. Lay admitted 
participation in the robbery, Sgt. 
Johnson 
said, 
and 
implicated 
Warren Mills, 22. Mills had work­ 
er as bartender at the Chi Chi 
up to last Saturday night. 
TELLS OF BURGLARY 
Pfc. Lay told Sgt Johnson that 
at 2 a.m. on Wednesday morning 
Mills accosted him on Palm Can­ 
yon drive and offered to sell him 
a fifth of Scotch whiskey at a 
low price. When Lay answered, 
according to police records, that 
he had no money, Mills told him, 
Lay said, that he would cut him 
in on a good proposition if he 
had a car.

where renovation work was un­ 
der way and entrance easy to 
one who knew the place. 
The two went to the bar, the 
soldier said, and obtained the 
keys to the store room.

Mills, Los Angeles police said, 
had admitted the theft, and the

their prisoner 
made the 
rounds 
of 
the bars 
where the liquor had been sold 
in an effort to recover it. 
Grand theft charges have been 
filed against both men. 
Mills 
will be held here and Lay is in 
the guard house at Torney Gen­ 
eral hospital where he was sta­ 
tioned, pending complete inves­ 
tigation into the case.

praise of the clever work done 
by Sgt. Johnson in solving the 
case so quickly.

Hence on this 
170th birthday of the foundation 
of the Chaplains Corps, let us 
pay tribute not only to a great 
corps, but to the chaplains w ith­ 
in that unit who have made it 
what it is today. We can truly 
say that they have dedicated 
their services and life itself to 
God and Country.” 


Ameritan Legion's 
Membership Drive 
To Start Monday 
Mayor E. E. Therieau, along 
with every mayor or administra­ 
tive head of local government in 
California, has been asked to is­ 
sue a proclamation designating 
August 5-12 as American Legion 
World War II membership week. 
Throughout the state, Legion

FIRST IN NATION 
Ed W. Bolt, department com­ 
mander of the Legion, issued a 
“general order” for the observ­ 
ance of such a week, thus plac­ 
ing California first among the 
48 Legion departments in the 
United States to make a concert­ 
ed effort to confer upon veterans 
of the present conflict the many 
benefits now enjoyed by veterans 
of World War I. 
Already the Legion in Califor­ 
nia has enrolled some 20,000 
World War II men and women. 
These became members through 
no concerted effort, however, of 
this department 
but 
largely 
through the suggestion of indi­ 
vidual Legionnaires, 
or 
else 
through their own initiative. In 
this way several new posts of 
the Legion already have been 
formed in the state made up ex­ 
clusively of veterans of world 
War II, although the major por­ 
tion of the new membership has 
been absorbed in older existing 
posts. 
MAY JOIN IN STATE 
Commander Bolt points out that 
the younger veterans enrolled in 
universities, colleges, junior col­ 
leges, technical and vocational 
schools of California, whose hom ­ 
es may be in other states, may 
join California posts of the L e­ 
gion, take advantage of all the 
G. I. Bill of Rights and, if they 
leave the state they can trans­ 
fer to the Legion post in their 
new location. 
There is such a post in every 
fair-sized community in the U nit­ 
ed States.

There the horses drank and 
drank and drank; so did all of 
our party, all realizing the sig­ 
nificance of 
that 
notice, “Last 
water.” 
Six horses and one pack ani­ 
mal with sleeping bags, blankets, 
food and the necessary equip­ 
ment for an overnight at Dollar 
Lake. 
THREE BROTHERS 
The three Macartney brother 
ministers. The Rev. Albert Jo­ 
seph Macartney, D.D., of Wash­ 
ington D.C.; 
Rev. Clarence E. 
Macartney, D.D., of First Pres­ 
byterian Church, Pittsburgh, one 
of the largest churches on the 
continent; and Rev. John Macart­ 
ney, D.D., pastor 
of 
the Palm 
Springs Community Church; Ray 
Roulett, a lad from Inglewood, 
and Dick Elliot, hostler, and the 
big Dane dog “King,” constituted 
the party. 
(The objective was to view the 
sunset from the summit of San 
Gorgonio, Gray Back). 
Leaving the Mill Creek Valley 
at 3 p.m., we crossed the stream 
and began the ascent. It required 
four hours. Frequent rests for 
the horses and the men walking, 
from time to time, brought us to 
the saddle, or forks of the trail, 
about 7 o’clock. From that point 
to the summit is one and one- 
half hours ride. 
He had almost 
to sprint the last half-mile to be 
on the very peak as the “day 
was dying in the west.” 
GLORIOUS SIGHT 
It was a glorious sight, and al­ 
though this time we could not 
see Palm Springs for a purple 
haze filling all the sky, we look­ 
ed in that direction and could 
see the headlights of an occa­ 
sional bus or auto. 
Leaving the wind-swept peak 
after 
registering, we 
hastened 
down to the saddle forks of the 
trail and began the descent to 
Dollar Lake, down one and a half 
miles, and a very steep trail. 
Our hostler had preceded us 
and made camp, built a fire and 
had places arranged for sleeping 
bags to be spread. 
The last mile was very dark, 
but away below we could see the 
glow of the fire and presently 
the full moon rose over Gray 
Back and flooded the aisles of 
the forest w ith beams of silver. 
SCOUTS COME IN 
Thermos bottles and a light 
lunch, and “so to bed.” but not 
to sleep much. We tried to sym­ 
pathize with 
our 
soldier boys, 
who made a profession of sleep­ 
ing on the hard ground. 
And then 
besides 
that, came 
barging in 58 Scouts, hiking up 
from the 
Barton 
Flats camps, 
making the forest flicker with 
their flashlights 
and chattering 
with eagerness like a bunch of 
magpies. 
. 
, 
They left about 3 o’clock for 
the summit, striding off trium ­ 
phantly. About 8 o’clock, down 
they came, 
flopping 
onto the 
ground utterly fagged and with 
little talk. 
It takes w hat it takes to make 
the summit of San Gorgonio. 
We breakfasted, 
standing up 
and munching hamburgers and 
fruit, and scalding our tongues 
with coffee. 
NOT MANY DEER 
Not so m any deer were sight­ 
ed as on former occasions, when 
we three have made the ascent. 
During the night, about 12 came 
and stood looking curiously on 
our resting 
place 
and 
at the 
tethered horses. 
Dollar Lake, so named, we pre­ 
sume, because of its small round 
formation, nestles in a pocket. 
Slight patches of snow remain 
here and there on the sheltered 
side of the mountain. 
The big Dane dog “King, de­ 
veloped two sore front feet, and 
was limping 
sadly 
when camp 
was reached. 
In the morning, we found a 
boy’s swimming trunks, which we 
tore up and made little pads for 
his feet. We fastened them with 
adhesive tape. 
We roared with laughter when 
he got to his feet and attempted 
to walk w ith those improvised 
boots. One foot, and then the 
other would be thrust away for­ 
ward, goose-step fashion, or like 
the weighted feet of a race horse. 
IS FIRST HOME 
Gradually he became used to 
the 
impediment 
and 
followed 
down the long train, and even 
cut across the last switch-back, 
arriving at the place of depart­ 
ure ahead of some of the rest of 
USA few blisters? Yes, but other­ 
wise feeling splendidly worn out 
and ready for a snack, a warm 
shower and bed. 
It was our fifth ascent of the 
mountain.

Eugene V. Griffes, 77, passed 
away Saturday, July 21, at his 
Los Angeles home, 1952 N. Beach- 
wood D rive, Hollywood, Califor­ 
nia.

Dr. Zona S. Rotherm el of the 
U nited Provinces of

w ith her portrayal of actual liv­ 
ing conditions in India. 
She showed the native dress 
of both the Hindu and M oham­ 
m edan w om an; several pieces of 
India print and blocks used in 
printing the designs; a pair of 
leather sandals in m iniature w ere 
exact replicas of those w orn by 
j adults, the soles being laced w ith 
leather thongs instead of nailed 
' or sewed. 
INTERESTING DISPLAY 
Among the 
m iniature 
vessels 
was one for cooking vegetables; 
a brass globe resem bling our w at­ 
er glass; tw o utensils for carry­ 
ing w ater w hen traveling—one 
used by Hindus, the other by Mo­ 
hamm edans. A small, beautifully 
m ade oxcart and oxen of brass 
showed the usual mode of trav ­ 
el in th at p a rt of the country. 
There w ere trays of ham m ered 
brass and carved w alnut; an in­ 
tricately carved basket m ade from 
a cocoanut shell; a tw enty-year 
calendar of 
brass; 
a 
bamboo 
flute; sm all elephants of ebony 
and cocoanut wood; a camel of 
sandalwood; a 
fan 
and 
basket 
woven of bamboo strips made 
by “sw eepers” or outcasts. 
A nklets, some quite heavy, are 
worn by the women, day and 
night. A 
girl 
begins 
w earing 
them w hen nine or ten years old 
or w henever she is m arried. One 
of the toe rings shown had a 
tiny bell. 
FOOD IS SCARCE 
A bracelet found in the stomach 
of a crocodile was evidence of 
at least one good m eal for him 
though m illions of natives never 
have one good meal in an entire 
lifteim e. Food is scarce, due p a rt­ 
ly to their very prim itive m eth­ 
ods of_ farm ing. A sm all im ple­ 
m ent "the size of a trow el, but 
flat, takes the place of plow or 
hoe w hile the sythe or reaper has 
a blade about six inches long 
with a tw elve-inch handle, m ak­ 
ing the cultivation and harvest­ 
ing of crops slow, h ard back­ 
breaking w ork. 
Combs are made of thin piec­ 
es of wood held by the feet while 
a saw is pulled upw ard to make 
the teeth. 
The butcher holds 
his 
knife 
betw een his toes and draw s the 
m eat over it. The dark spots on 
the m eat in the pictures were 
flies! 
FOR 30 YEARS 
One picture showed a priest, 
or Fagis, whose upraised arm 
had been in th at position so long 
it could no longer be lowered. 
By this and other m ethods of 
self-torture, they hope to be re ­ 
incarnated 
perhaps 
as 
a 
cow 
which is a sacred anim al to be 
worshipped. 
The 
attractive 
M oham m edan 
prayer rug is always carried as 
they kneel to pray every three 
hours regardless of w here they 
are.
